Such Orders Provided always, and be it Enacted, That no such Order as % 
aforesaid, which shall relate to all Infants, or to any class or 
KlS^ite- description of Infants, shall be deemed to be good valid and effectual, 
“snt. or to be established as a Rule, until the same shall have been approved 

of by the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of 
Ir£lmd for tlie time being. 
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
